“Beloved, believe not every spirit, but try the spirits 
whether they areof God.” I. John 4: 1. 

In St. John’s day the true and false teachers of re- 
ligion claimed to be under the influence of the spirit 
of God. It was very important that all such claims tx 
critically examined, to avoid being imposed upon. The 
people were not to believe every spirit, but they were 
totry the spirits. They were to submit them to an 
appropriate test. What was true then is true now. 

There are two spirits in the world—the spirit of goo? 
and the snirit of evil. Sometimes people are deceived 
With regard to the spirit by which they are influenced. 

tis no new or strange thing for some people to think 
they are right when they are wrong. St. Paul was de- 
ceived in matter before his conversion. He says: “I 
Verily thought with myself that I ought to do many 
things contrary to the name of Jesus of Nazareth.” 
The digciples had a wrong spirit when they asked per- 
mission to pray for fire from heaven to destroy the Sa- 
Maritans. Jesus told them that “they knew not what 
manner of spirit they were of.” The heart is very deceit 


ful, and the Savior told the disciples that the time was 


coming, that “Whosoever killed them, would think 
they were doing God service.’”’ One man will do all he 
can to preserve the lives of others, while another man 
will take life at the slightest provocation. One man 
tells the truth, while another is so great a liar that he 
is not believed under oath. One man is honest, anoth- 
er isa rogue. One man reverences God and the Bible, 
while another profanes the name of his Maker, and re- 
pudiates divine revelation. One man supports the 
Christian religion, while another opposes religious wor- 
ship, and hates the church of Christ and the ministers 
of the gospel. One man is of chaste conversation, 
another is low and vulgar. One man has faith, another 
is filled with unbelief. 

In St. John’s day there were those who believed in 
Jesus with all their heart, and others who “denied that 
he had come in the flesh.”” To ascertain who is right 
and who wrong, every man’s spirit must be tried. The 
spirit must be tested by the written Word—the Bible. 
This test will always give a correct solution. If the 
spirit manifested is according to the written Word, 
there need be no further examination. The question 
is settled. Those who imitate the ‘founders of sects’’ 
may be wrong. Those who learn of Jesus and drink in 
of his spirit, will be right. We stand on God’s scales, 
and are being weighed, and the great question as to 
who is right and who is wrong, is being settled. The 
spirit that leads a man to pray, to be humble, to be be- 
nevolent, to be honest and noble-minded, receives the 
approval of the word of God. The Bible commands 
an active, self-denying, and cross-bearing spirit. The 
spirit that God approves is the spirit of love, kind- 
ness, and good-will. Whatever the Bible condemns, is 
wrong, even if it is approved by a church organization 
or by modern divines. The spirit a man manifests 1n- 
dicates his real Christian character. A man may, for 
awhile, pass for more than he is worth, but the spirit 
within him will ultimately come to the surface, and 
show ‘what manner of man he is.” A Christian spirit 
is in hearty sympathy with every Christian worker. It 
cares more for the orthodoxy of the heart and life than 
of the head. 

The spirit should be submitted to a practical test. 
There are some questions concerning which the Bible 
may be silent. We search in vain for a “thus saith 
the Lord.” If what we do results in evil, the spirit by 
which we are influenced must be wrong. By submit- 
ting the spirit to a practical test, we thereby settle the 
question asto whether the spirit that governs us i- 
right or wrong. “Pilate and Herod were made friends,” 
but the spirit that influenced them was wrong, and the 
friendship worse than worthless, because it simply in- 
spired them to persecute the Lord of glory while he 
was on earth in human form. They hated Jesus more 
intensely than they hated each other. If the cause ot 
God is injured by our stinginess, inactivity, absence: 
from religious meetings, or by our sectarianism, the: 
the spirit that influences us must be wrong. The spiri: 
of Jesus is a RIGHT SPIRIT, and will xo appear when 
submitted to a practical test. He wis obedient, pa 
tient, forgiving, self-sacrificing, and above all, his great 
heart was filled with supreme love to God, and love to 
the world that he came to save. 

When the wrong spirit is ‘“‘cast out,” and the spirit 
of the Master takes possession of our hearts ‘then 
shall we be his disciples indeed.” Now, let us examine 
our own hearts, and see what kind of a spirit we pos- 
sess. We must not be deceived, and think we are right 
when we are wrong. An honest examination of our- 
selves will conduct us to a right conclusion. May the 
Lord help us to see ourselves just as we are in his sight, 
and so believe and live in the world, that we may do 


good, and not evil, all the days of our life!

THE WISDOM OF SOLOMON. 


By the line standing at the head of this brief article 
is not meant the apocryphal book bearing that title; 
neither is it designed to open the way for a discussion 
of the characteristic as manifested in Solomon’s own 
life. We do not propose to imitate the Queen of 
Sheba. The question now before us is not, “low wise 
was Solomon?” or, ‘What phases of wisdom do we dis- 
cern in his conduct?” but, “What is meant by wispoM, 
as used in the writings of Solomon?” The other ques- 
tion might be of speculative interest, but this is of 
practical importance; for such wisdom we are urged to 
secure at all hazards, and to cherish with all care. 

We perceive at once that Solomon had no reference 
to “earthly, sensual, devilish skill” in stirring up strife, 
such as the Apostle James denounced a thousand years 
afterward. That he did not mean mere worldly 
prudence and skill in business is plain, for “durable 
riches and righteousness” are not secured by such “wis- 
dom.” On the other hand, he did not exclude from its 
significance prudence in things pertaining to the ordi- 
nary avocations of life; for of wisdom he wrote that 
“length of days is in her right hand, and in her left 
hand riches and honor.” ’ 

Then “wisdom” is not fitted simply for one sphere of 
existence, but for both, “having promise of the life 
that now is, and of that which is to come.” For, in 
its ethical aspect, wisdom is identical with godliness; it 
is goodness regarded as reasonable. True wisdom is 
aot like a garment, to be put on for Sunday wear, and 
replaced by another better adapted to the labors of the 
week. Solomon represents life for time and for eternity 
1g one; and true wisdom as the same, whether applied 
to the care of a vineyard or a kingdom—the govern- 
ment of a nation or of one’s own spirit. 

With this conception of wisdom, of course he must 
regard sin as silliness. And how the Solomonie writings 
smphasize the folly of iniquity! 

A French statesman spoke of a certain action of Na- 
poleon as “worse than a crime—a blunder.” Solomon 
so far differed from Talleyrand as to regard every crime 
isa blunder. We sometimes perceive the folly of cer- 
ain evil habits, without seeing that evil actions must 
ilso be foolish. 

The coal miner may remove the solid beds on which 
rests the crusts of earth that supports the foundation 
f his own dwelling. Every act of wickedness, how- 
ever much it may gratify passion, really tends to re- 
move the very gound on which abiding satisfaction can 
xist. To be truly wise, to be truly “content,” is to be 
in harmony with the laws that govern the universe it- 
self, and therefore with the Lord of the universe. 
Acting in one direction, wisdom seizes the forces of na- 
ture without, and so controls them as to convey mes- 
sages, propel machinery, or transport merchandise. 
\cting in another direction, wisdom grasps the forces 
if nature. within, “bringing into captivity every 


thought to the obedience of Christ.”

59. Jesus dead. Singularly, Jesus died in the mo- 
ment of his greatest victory, or his greatest victory, we 
may say, was achieved through hisdeath. In life he had 
won back now Lazar-1s and then the widow’s son from 
death, and yet only for the time being, for both must 
die again. But in his death he won his victory over 
death universal. 

Dying, Adam pulled the fabric of universal humanity 

P down into the grave with himself. Dying, Jesus extracted 
forever the sting of death, and through death conquered 
death itself. No such victory was ever won before— 
none ever cost so much. 

* Gibbon tells us that Arius being recalled from ban- 
ishment by Constantine, a triumph was appointed to 
him, but on the very day fixed therefor the great man 
died. So seemedit with Livingstone. When he opened 
the heart of Africa to the eye of civilization, in that 
moment he must yield his own heart for burial within 
its sands. Thus Lincoln died as the morning dawned! 
And so had Jesus! Still, the morning could not 
dawn until the Sun had set, but there was to be no 
night between the setting sun and the rising moon! 
The power of Jesus did not cease for a moment because 
death had come to him. In life he could cheer the 
robber with the word of promise, but in death he could 
bear him on his heart to paradise. His hand seemed 
to paralyze, and yet not for one moment did it drop the 
scepter. 

Weare told that when Constantine was dead they 
bore his body to the palace in Constantinople and laid 
it on a golden bed. For days the forms of the court 
were strictly maintained. At the appointed hours the 

. principal officers of the state, the army, and the house- 
hold offered him splended homage. ‘“Flattery,” says 
Gibbon, “declared that by the peculiar indulgence of 
heaven, Constantine had reigned after his death.’’ And 
so, after the death of Charlemagne, they set him upon 
his throne and thrust again the scepter into his lifeless 
hand. They felt that their king, though dead, must 
continue to reign—that he who had exercised such ar- 
bitrary and almost illimitable power in life must even 
now continue to show signs of avthority. But the 
throne could impart no authority to a lifeless mon- 
arch, nor the scepter give new vigor to his palsied 
hand. 

The reign of Jesus, however, began chiefly with his 
death asregardsearth. Never had his power been so great, 
or the scepter-arm of the great Prince so strong, as 
when, in the world’s eye, death had paralyzed all. But, 
hold! the Sabbath nearly dawns, and Jesus yet hangs 
upon the cross. Six o'clock must not find him there. 
The Jewish law would not allow the cross to bear the 
body through the coming Sabbath. Among those who 
had seen Jesus die was Joseph, of Arimathea. He 
was a member of the sanhedrim, like Nicodemus, and 
both were disciples of Jesus, though secretly, from fear 
of the Jews. 

Joseph goes to Pilate and craves the body of Jesus. 
The governor is astonished to know that Christ is in- 
deed already dead. He assures himself of this fact 
and then orders the body delivered to Joseph. ‘Crav- 
ing the body of Jesus,” says Geikie, “was a brave act 
with Joseph. By it he. would arouse the sanhedrim 
against himself, while healso exposed himself tothe rage 
of Pilate by the request. In later days, when Porphy- 
rius asked the Procurator Fermillion for the body of his 
martyred master, Pomphilus, he was himself seized and 
put to death.” 

The incidents attending the death of Jesus had em- 
boldened the timid disciples, and they feared not to im- 
peril either their social relations or life itself. The 
cross with its precious weight was lifted from its socket 
by Joseph and Nicodemus, aided by the soldiery, and 
the nails being drawn from the hands and feet of Jesus, 
his body was ready for hasty embalmment. 

St. Louis, of France, claimed to have one of the nails 
of the cross of Jesus, and &n its being mislaid and ap- 
parently lost, on one occasion, he declared he would 
rather have seen the best city of his kingdom swallowed 
up in the earth. St. Louis also claimed possession of 
the reputed crown of Jesus and gave for it the immense 
sum of $160,000. Wonderful infatuation! Shameful su- 
perstition, and yet one encouraged by the church. What 
wonder that science turns away from the cross when such 
claims are made in its name! The skepticism of the

ef Jesus was borneaway from Calvary to a garden owned 
by Joseph, wherein was a tomb never yet used by man. 
Probably Joseph intended it for his own burial place. 
The region about Jerusalem abounded in tombs, espe- 
cially of the rich, and in the rich man’s tomb Jesus 
was to have brief rest. He who owned the world and 
‘the universe of worlds should be buried in a borrowed 
grave. 
having not where to lay his head, should nevertheless, 
according to the word of prophecy, have his grave with 
the rich. 


then carefully and tenderly washed from its blood 
stains, it was wrapped in broad bands of white linen, 
within the folds of which powdered myrrh and aloes 
was sprinkled.

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PRAYER—AN ANALOGY.

The man who sits down to his dinner seldom stops 
to ponder the wonderful changes which the food on his 
plate must undergo to become assimilated with his sys- 
tem. To doso in each case would subject him to a 
great loss of time, and for so long, at least, would keep 
him in hunger. Neither does the Christian when he 
kneels in prayer stop to consider all the elements in- 
volved in prayer. It is enough for the hungry man to 
know that he is hungry, and that by eating he is satis- 
fied. Experience has taught him tis, and no power 
of argument could shake his conclusions. He finds 
that he but obeys adaw of his nature, a law as difficult 
to resist as it is unnatural todo so. No less unmistaka- 
bly is there implanted in the human heart a desire for 
prayer; for in all ages and among all people it has 
manifested its presence and its power. Experience is 
the witness to the joy it has given, the clouds dispelled, 
and the lives made bright; and the testimony can not 
be gainsaid. 

In the attempt to analyze the changes which food 
undergoes, there are certain facts which all may know. 
For example, we know that the saliva changes starch to 
sugar, that the gastric juice dissolves the albumen of the 
food, that the pancreatic juice emulsifie# fatty sub- 
stances. We know these things, and yet our knowl- 
edge is incomplete. Physiologists are unsettled as to 
the use of the bile; they know less of the action of the 
intestinal juices. They are wholly at sea in account- 
ing for the peculiar selective power of cellsin the dif- 
ferent tissues, by which that material, and only that, 
is takea from the,blood which the tissue requires. A 
century of study and of endless experiment has fail- 


ed toshow us how the brain acts in the process of 


thought, and to answer for us, ‘What is li‘e?” And 
yet we know we live, and that food is digested and the 
body nourished; and is not this enough? We would 
count him a foolish man who should attempt to analyze 
before eating every process of digestion and assimilation. 
We might expect him to have a headache before 
touching his food, and a positive fever afterward, if he 
should attempt to do so. 

In regard, then, to such common things as our bodies, 
we are puzzled by mysteries at every step,—mysteries 
so deep and profound we can never hope to solve them. 
But shall we, because we are shrouded in mystery, 
cease to act? Is it rational todoso? Isit wise? In 
the material world we obey the laws of nature. By 
laws of our being as immutable and eternal, we are 
connected with the world of spirit, and we have no 
more power by which we may separate ourselves from 
the one than from the other. _ The desire for prayer is 
but the evidence of spiritual hunger and spiritual thirst. 
We cry, “Abba, Father,” because we must. We ery 
by a law as deep in the constitution of our nature, as 
the law that without food we die. For if man possess 
the animal nature, his is also the spiritual, and surely 
the sense of need in each is far too keen to be mistaken. 
As, then, in response to the physical law that when we 
eat we are nourished, so, and no less unmistakably, in 
answer to prayer come joy, peace, gladness. Is not this 
the experience? Has it not been the experience of 
ten thousand thousands? 

In eating, the man but does his part; he provides 
the food; he has faith in the organs of the body to do 
their part—to digest, to assimilate, and thus to nourish 
the body. And shall we in spiritual things act less 
wisely? Shall we not by the grace of God do our 
part in prayer, with faith in God to do the rest? Who 
that has prayed earnestly has not felt the force of the 
words, “If any man will do his will, he shall know of 
the doctrine whether it be of God?” 

Having, then, seen the good offices of prayer, the 
grand results accomplished in ourselves and in others, 
what matters it whether we understand the process by 
which our help cometh? The results are visible. Are 
they not sufficient to establish our faith? Let God be 
true, and doubts be cast to the winds. Let mysteries 
exist, but while we puzzle ourselves over them, let us 
not forget the things we do know, and of which we 
have an abiding assurance.

HINDRANCES TO SPIRITUAL GROWTH. 


In a former article I labored.to establish two propo- 
sitions: 1. That the religion of the present time is not 
of the zealous, fervent, earnest character possessed and 
practiced by professed Christians thirty, forty, and fifty 
years ago. 2. That the love of display and personal 
pride are the causes of the degeneration of spiritual 
life and power in the church. 

It is manifest to any ordinary observer that in pro- 
portion as the country has increased in wealth and pop- 
ulation, the churches of the land have degenerated in 
spiritual influence. Pride is keeping pace with worldly 
prosperity, and the churches are steadily being drawn 
into the maelstrom. It is the bane of the church to- 
day. The detestable spirit of pride is being manifested 
in the erection of church edifices all over the country, 
and by all denominations. Asa legitimate result, those 
only who are able to contribute liberally toward such 
edifices frequent them. Their magnificent doorways, 
plush-carpeted floors, velvet-cushioned and mahogany 
pews, the gilded altars, and burnished chandeliers, are 
virtually an advertisement to the common people to 
stay away. Thousands and tens of thousands act on 
this idea and never enter the portals of those gaudy 
temples, simply because they feel they are not welcome. 
If you do not believe this to be true, stand near the 
entrance of Roberts’ Park Church at Indianapolis, or 
St. Paul’s in Cincinnati, any pleasant Sabbath morning, 
and see if you can not count on the ends of your fingers 
all who enter either of those churches, whose circum- 
stances in life are moderate, though the church may be 
crowded to its utmost capacity. Asa rule, you will not 
see one of this class enter either of them, yet the great 
majority comprise the best men and women in the land, 
and when once enlisted make thorough-going, sincere, 
earnest Christians. Where money is thus used, exclud- 
ing thousands from the house of God, is it not a griev- 
ous sin in the sight of heaven? Can a greater sin, in 
the name of religion, be committed? In such cases is 
not the religion of Jesus Christ made subservient to 
the pride and vanity of the world? 

The statistics of the late census will show that the 
money unnecessarily expended in church edifices in the 
United States would pay the last cent of the national 
debt. I say unnecessarily expended; for why should 
any church, erecting a house of worship, go beyond 
what is convenient, comfortable, and substantial? Do 
the tenets of our ‘holy religion require more? If so, 
name the chapter and verse where the authority can be 
found, for we must square our conduct by the word of 
God, or be confounded. The sum of the whole matter 
is, that every dollar expended on a church edifice be- 
yond what is necessary to secure convenience, comfort, 
and durability, is a wicked and wasteful.use of the 
means which God has placed in our hands for a grand 
and noble purpose, and pride thus gratified is doing 
more, at this time, to keep precious souls away from 
divine worship and out of Christ, than any social in- 
fluence that can be named. 

In building church edifices build for time and not 
for ornament. Seek durability, and thus avoid expense 
in the future. In the next place, have an eye to the 
convenience and comfort of an audience, and in style 
do not go far beyond the average dwellings of the peo- 
ple, whether in the city or country. Respectability is 
all that is necessary. All beyond that is wicked ex- 
travagance. Go where you will and you will find that 
church buildings thus constructed sustain the highest 
standard of spiritual life,and the general attendance 
upon divine service the year round is far better than in 
the more gaudy temples from which the common pee- 
ple feel they are excluded. He of whom it was said, 
“He hath not where to lay his head,’ would not re- 
quire any better. “Temples made with hands’’ hath 
but little favor in his sight. It is the temple of the 
heart, filled with faith in him, that is precious in his 
sight, for*the world’s history abundantly attests the 
fact that the nearer you approach heathen worship 
the more costly are the temples of its votaries. 

Another cause is working detrimentally to the spirit- 
ual growth of the churches in the land. Itis choir 
singing and instrumental music. Not that I object to 
either, or would do away with them; but they are grad- 
ually crowding out congregational singing, thus de- 
stroying one of the most spiritualizing exercises known 
to a congregation of worshipers. Let us have choir 
singing, but don’t allow it to rob us of that heaven-born 
privilege, wherein we are all commanded to “sing with 


he spirit and the understanding also.” Do away with 
congregational singing, and our mode of public wor- 
ship is reduced to a dead formality. 

During the past summer I was traveling on a Sab- 
bath-day through a strange land. The road passed 
through a dense forest and over a hilly country. Being 
abowt to descend a steep hill, I turned aside to rest for 
a few moments under the broad branches of a towering 
oak. While thus engaged my ear caught the sound of 
many voices, far off upon a distant height, singing a 
religious hymn. Advancing to the brow of the hill, I 
caught the words of the hymn being sung by the wor- 
shipers. They were, 

** Jesus, lover of my soul, 
Let me to thy bosom fly.” 

For a time I stood entranced by the melody as a gen- 
tle breeze wafted it o’er hill and dale. Never did hu- 
man voices sound more melodious, notwithstanding 
those words were being sung by rude backwoodsmen 
who perhaps did not know a single rule of music as a 
science. They sang’with an unction that showed the 
fervent zeal that filled the hearts of those pioneer wor- 
shipers. I was carried back to my boyhood days when 
I heard vast congregations of rustic people sing those 
heaven-inspired hymns in the forests of Indiana, and 
my heart swelled with gratitude to God for the ines- 
timable blessing of sacred song. Refreshed in body 
and spirit, I renewed my journey with alacrity.

CONSOLING WORDS. 





“Tn my Father’s house are many mansions: if it were 
not so I would have told you; I go to prepare a place for 
you.” John 14: 2. 

These are the words of Jesus which were spoken to 
his disciples for the purpose of consoling them shortly 
after he had said to Peter, ‘The cock shall not crow 
till thou hast denied me thrice.” As his followers 
were soon to pass through fiery trials, he gave them in- 
struction relative to what he would do for them during 
his absence, and that he would come again and receive 
them unto himself; that where he was, there they 
might be also.

AN OLD MAN’S VISIT TO THE 
HOOD. 





On Monday morning, November 24, 1884, in com- 
pany With Bro. George Westfall, of Montgomery Coun- 
ty, Indiana, we boarded the nine o’clock train, bound 
for Indianapolis, and thence to Marion, Ohio, where 
we landed safely at three o’clock in the morming, and I 


took a bed in the new hotel kept by L. G. Richardson. 


At seven in the morning we arose, and after breakfast 
went to my sister’s-in-law, Lavina Wilkins Kees, widow

peaceful family. After an affectionate farewell, on 
Thursday morning we boarded the Scioto Valley train, 
bound for Chillicothe, where we arrived at five o’clock. 
Calling at the residence of my cousin, Harrison Wil- 
kins, we were informed that he was away on a visit, 
and we boarded the next train for Londonderry where 


we arrived at eight o'clock that evening and went to 


cousin Joseph Thomas’, where we stayed over night. 
The next morning we went to the home of cousin Wes- 
ley Williamson, a few blocks further on the same street, 
and spent Sunday. 

While at this place we visited the old home of my 
father and mother, where I was born. I visited the 
spring from which my parents procured water. I drank 
of its pure, clear water, and, in the language of the 
poet, was made to exclaim: “How dear to my heart are 
the scenes of my childhood.” I then visited the old 
orchard which time had not spared. The peach trees 
were all dead and gone, and only a few old apple trees 
remained. We then visited the graveyard where my 
sister Hannah and a number of other relatives repose. 

Sabbath, at eleven o'clock, I addressed a very attent- 
ive assembly in the orthodox Friends’ house. Here I 
saw many of my friends and schoolmates of other days. 
Oh, how sweet are the days of youth! Sabbath even- 
ing cousin Harrison Wilkins, of Chillicothe, came, and 
staying over night, added much to our enjoyment 

Monday morning, December Ist, at an early hour we 
were in the train bound for Hamden. Stopping at this 
place we visited cousin John Thomas’ family. He being 
absent, we enjoyed a good visit with his children, and 
took the two o'clock train to Washington, Baltimore, and 
Philadelphia. Night came upon us at Parkersburg, 
West Virginia, and we took a berth in one of Pull- 
man’s palace sleepers, and knew no more until morning 
at six. Just after performing our ablutions the con- 
ductor cried out, ‘Washington; twenty minutes for 
breakfast.”’ Here we had a good view of the White 
House, and after eating hurriedly were on our way to 
Baltimore, where we changed cars for Philadelphia, at 
which place we arrived at twelve o'clock. We soon 
found our way to the residence o! David Woodruff, 
whose kindness and benevolence will never be forgot- 
ten. This gentlemen took us to the many places of in- 
terest—to the public buildings and the Girard Block, 
where 2,200 men and women find employment. We 
tarried with Bro. Woodruff one night, and Wednesday 
forenoon visited the prominent places of business. At 
two o’clock our friend accompanied us across the Del- 
aware River to the train, where he bade us good-bye 
and we were on our way to Medford, New Jersey, where 
we arrived at four o'clock, and passed on to Lumber- 
ton, four miles further. At this place we left the train 
and walked two miles to the home of Amos Wilkins 
and his mother and sister. Here we stayed over night 
and enjoyed a good visit. 

Thursday our kind brother in Christ took us in his 
carriage to Medford, where we vistited the graveyard 
in which it issaid my grandparents sleep. I was shown 
the spot where my grandfather John sleeps—the old 
othodox Friends’ ¢emetery, west of the church-house, 
first tier, north-east corner of the old plat, and east of 
the grave marked Rehoboam Braddock. I failed to 
find the grave of Grandfather and Grandmother Mil- 
ler, and also the grave of Grandmother Wilkins, but I 
learned that they were interred there, though no stone 
marks their resting-place. 

From this we went to the marl pits, where they 
load eight sars daily with this product, which is used 
for fertilizing purposes. At Medtord we stayed all 
night with a Quaker, Job Braddock. After breakfast 
we hastened to the depot and were soon en route for 
Philadelphia, thence to Pittsburgh via Lancaster, 
thence to Columbus, Ohio, thence to Indianapolis,

Why do the followers of Alexander Campbell repu- 
diate the name of “Disciples of Christ?” This was 
not so in the beginning; they loved that distinctive ap- 
pellation. 

Now, my dear “Christian,” if you will re-read your 
Millenial Harbinger of “between forty and forty-five 
years ago,” you will find the identical words cited as A. 
Campbell’s own language for casting away the name of 
Christian. And, worthy “Layman,” go to thy master, 
Alexander Campbell, and read his words in No. 9 of 
the Millenial Harbinger for the year A. D. 1839, and 
you will find sufficient proof for the assertion that Mr. 
Campbell’s followers were not called Christians in the 
beginning. But, “Christian” and “Layman,” why not 
“stick to the text?’ Why question the acumen or 
the motive of an inquirer? Put yourself in his place. 
Then acumen is led into error by the sophistry of 
Alexander Campbell’s arguments, and motive to “make 
a thrust in the dark;” for as Joseph Marsh declared, 
“Alexander Campbell denies the name of his Master 
because he could not have the honor of first bearing it.” 

Now, is there one able to answer the inquiry in the 
HERALD of January Ist, without “thrusts in the dark” 
at the pegson of inquirer? That was the mode (per- 
haps) of answering candid questions between “forty 
and forty-five years ago,” but we suspect that this age 
looks more to the truth or falsity of a question than to 
the personality, the color, or the previous condition of 
his servitude of the interrogator.

LATITUDINARIANISM. 





Some suppose that because the Christians are not 
sectarian, therefore they should be indifferent to truth. 
Not so. Jesus does not so teach. His doctrine is, “If 
ye believe not in me ye shall die in your sins. He that 
believeth not shall be damned.” The truth of Jesus is 
essential and we compromise it at our peril. But this 
truth is not hidden, or sectional, or sectarian. It is 
plain, reasonable, and common. The word is nigh thee, 
in thy mouth, and in thy heart; that is, the word of 
faith which we preach. If you believe in Christ with 
the heart, and confess him with the mouth, you shall 
be saved. Christ batted no jot or tittle ot the truth. 
He made no compromise with unbelievers, and we-must 
not. Butaman may deny much of the popular Christ- 
ology, and yet be a true believer. He need not believe 
that Christ is God the Father; or that the Holy Spirit 
is the third person; or that nothing but a man died on 
the cross; or that Jesus was himself and some one 
else; or that none are saved but the immersed; or that 
Christ died only for the elect; or that unbaptized in- 
fants are lost; or that baptism is in order to the remis- 
sion of sins; or that the first gospel sermon was at 
Pentecost; or that the Christians should ignore the 
office of bishop; or that creeds of men are a blessed in- 
vention; but he must believe in God and his Word—in 
Christ and his gospel; that he -is the Way, the Truth, 
and the Life. To those who deny Christ we are not 
to bid “God speed.”” A man may say, “I am not a 
Methodist,” or “I am not a Presbyterian,” and yet be 
true, but he can not say “I am not a Christian” and be 
a good teacher. He may deny the words of men, but 
he must not deny the words of Jesus. 

We must preach and teach a positive faith, and a 
positive Christian life. To be a Christian, a man must 
be a Christian.

CHURCH-MEMBERS. 





It is not our purpose at this time to enter upon a dis- 
cussion of the bottom facts of our subject, or to compare 
present members with those of apostolic times; in fact, 
we do not propose to say that there were at that period 
nrolled members of the churches as we have them to- 
lay. Our object is to speak of some of the kinds of 
nembers found in all churches and nearly everywhere: 
[here are— 

1. The indifferent members. They belong to the 

church, but the church does not belong to them. 
[hey move by the impulse of feeling, and having a 
small stock of that commodity, do not trouble them- 
selves to move much or often. They attend meetings 
when they feel like it, and then are as impressible as 
49 much ice. They give but little and at such times as 
‘hey feel blessed with a liberal spirit. The last thing 
‘hey think of is how to help the minister or build up 
he wallseof Zion. They never take the church paper 
—in fact, have no time or inclination to read. Their 
Bibles are covered with dust and their hearts with 
rust. They area wretched lot. Their number is le- 
zion. They have a name among the living, but are 
dead. Their song ought to be: 


‘* And shall we ever live, 
At this poor dying rate, 
Our love to Thee so cold and faint, 
And thine to us so great?’’ 


2. Every church is blessed with grumbling members. 
They belong to the church and the church belongs to 
them to such an extent that they ‘‘worry themselves to 
death over it.’’ The meeting-house is too good or not 
good enough, as the case may be, The minister, poor 
soul, can not please them. He preaches too loud or 
too low, too long or too short, is too careless or too pre- 
cise; in fact, it would take a custom-made preacher to 
suit them. Sometimes this class of members take on 
a measure of politeness in their fault-finding. We 
heard of one such member who, at the close of a ser- 
mon, said to his pastor, “You preached a good sermon 
to-day—nothing new, however.” 

3. We will only mention one other kind of members. 
They are the ones “whose praise is in all the churches.” 
They are the persons Paul wrote to at Thessalonica in 
this strain: ‘‘We give thanks to God always for you 
all, making mention of you in our prayers; remember- 
ing without ceasing your work of faith and labor of 
love, and patience of hope in our Lord Jesus Christ, 
in the sight of God and our Father.” It is such mem- 
bers that preserve to us the church, and all other mem- 
bers are certainly not as helpful as they should be. 
We do not advise the first two classes to leave the 
church, but to mend their ways and hecome useful in 
the work of the Lord. The work for every member of 
the great church family is sufficient to banish all indif- 
ference, and cure all who are afflicted with a weakness 
for grumbling or fault-finding. May the spirit of Jesus 
be so widely diffused and so fully accepted that the 
members of the church called Christian, shall all be 
living stones in.the spiritual temple whose foundation 
is composed of prophets and apostles, Jesus Christ 
himselt being the chief corner-stone. Om wW.

THE GROWTH OF THE LIQUOR 
TRAFFIC. 


The theory that lager and light wines 
are to supplant distilled beverages is not 
confirmed by the statistics of the Internal 
Revenue Office, for the consumpti.n of 
the latter as well as of the former in- 
creased during 1884. The amount, in 
gallons, of distilled and malt drinks con- 
sumed in 1883 and 1884 was as follows: 








1883. 1884. Increase. 
Distilled drinks...72,980,218 76,179,204 3,198,956 
Maltdrinks......... 552,257,185 591,035,928 39,778,743 


The facts here presented can be used 
very effectively by the advocates of tota] 
abstinence, and they can fortify their ar- 
gument with the assertions of eminent 
medical men that the habitual use of ma.t 
beverages, as well as of distilled, is inju 
rous. Of the advantages to health 
pocket and morals of total ab-tinenc 
there can be no doubt, but even the advo 
cates of moderation as distinguished 
from prohibition recognize the need o: 
exertions te check the progress of the 
dreadful traffic in drink. In the Ole 
World, as weli as the New, the march of 
the destroyer has created alarm, and the 
desire for temperance reform has perhaps 
never before prevailed throughout the 
world as it does at the present time. The 
movement now in progress in New York 
needs the aid of every citizen, and there 
is a chance for reformers of all shades o! 


opinion to do effective work in the cause.

TEMPERANCE IN GEORGIA. 

A Georgia correspondent of the Ver- 
m nt Messenegr, referring to prohibition 
by local option, says: ‘ The effect in the 
prohibition counties has been startling. 
Labor has been improved I0o per cent., 
and the condition of the laborers 1,000 
per cent. Men who never worked but 
part of a week now put in six good days, 
and those who spent their entire wages at 
the doggeries, leaving their wives and 
children to shift for themselves, are now 
saving money, and looking forward hope- 
fully to the time when they shall own 
land for themselves. The prohibition of 
the sale of liquor in ——— is the 
proudest thing Georgia has ever done. 
The remaining forty-two will follow their 
example ere long. The prohibition coun- 
ties have demonstrated the possibility of 


driving out the stuff, and the good that 
has followed will induce the others to 
follow suit.”
